Cong and North

forces overram the Cambodian 
defenders of a village nine miles 
from Phnom Penh today and 
pushed to within six miles of the 
capital. 


Air strikes continued as an es- 


timated three enemy battalions 
pushed southward from the vil- 
lage of Prek Tameak, which is 
northeast of the capital and on 
the other side of the Mekong 
River. 


One 
reinforced 
Cambodian 


battalion was reported holding 
out on the Prek Tameak side of 
the river. 
A spokesman 
in 


Phnom Penh said fighting was 
continuing at Prek Tameak with 
heavy casualties on both sides. 
But newsmen who drove to a 
point across the river from the 
village found everything quiet. 


Troops in the area said a 


large number of Cambodian sol- 
diers left Prek Tameak by boat 
Wednesday night, taking their 
wounded with them. Cambodian 
and South Vietnamese gunboats 
were positioned on the river to 
provide covering fire during the 
night. 


At least two villagers were 


wounded during the night by 
what they said was unprovoked 
fire from the gunboats, but a 
Cambodian captain on the scene 
said the villagers were hit by 
Viet Cong fire from across the 
river, which at that point Is 
nearly a mile wide. 


Prek Tameak, a village of 


thatched 
houses and a few 


Chinese shops, has been at- 
tacked three times. Once the 
Viet Cong held it for .three days. 


The Cambodian command hi* 


long feared enemy attempts to 
secure positions in the wooded 
lands just across the river from 
Phnom Penh. From there they 
could harass the capital with 
rocket and mortar fire. 


In Saigon, the U.S. Command 


would neither confirm nor deny 
that American bombers were 
supporting the Cambodians. An 
American spokesman said "in- 
terdiction" raids are flown in 
Cambodia every day, but "we 
don't discuss specific locations 
or targets." 


In the northern part of South 


Vietnam, some Americans were 
killed and some wounded in a 
mortar attack on a night camp 
of troops of the 101st Airborne 
Division one mile north of Fire 
Base Barnett and 16 miles 
southwest of the provincial capi- 
tal of Quang Tri. The U.S. Com- 
mand said American casualties 
were light. 


South 
Vietnamese 
troops 


clashed with enemy forces far- 
ther north, near Fire Base Full- 
er, and reported killing eight of 
the enemy. One government sol- 
dier was reported wounded.

Radiation Can 
Last 24,000 
Yrs. in Area

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two- 


hundred-fifty square miles of 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion's Nevada test site—or an 
area nearly the size of New 
York City-^are contaminated 
with plutonium, a radioactive 
element which can linger 24,000 
years or more. 


In addition, 49 separate areas 


on the site have been fenced off 
because the radiation level is 
too high to permit human ac- 
cess. These so-called RADEX or 
radiation exclusion areas total 
12 square miles. 


The extent of contamination 


left by 19 years of tests is dis- 
closed in a draft statement the 
AEC prepared for submission to 
the 
Environmental 
Quality 


Council. 


The plutonium is harmful only 


if it is inhaled into the lungs or 
if it gets into the bloodstream 
through an open wound. The 
amount of element picked up by 
the wind and blown around is 
not dangerous, the AEC says. 


Contaminated areas comprise 


about one-fifth of the desert test 
site 65 miles northwest of Las 
Vegas. 


The 
AEC's 
environmental 


statement notes that radiation 
levels over most of the facility 
remain quite low, about double 
normal background levels. 


The statement said there are 


49 areas where the radiation 
level is high. But an AEC 
spokesman said the number of 
these RADEX areas can vary, 
depending on the type of tests 
being conducted and the life of 
the radioactive material in- 
volved. 


Radioactive 
elements have 


life spans that range from min- 
utes to years, with plutonium 
having one of the longer life 
spans.

the money back," he said. "I'm 
going to sue Stephens if I am 
elected attorney general." 


Griffin also said he would 


inquire into state records for 
the years 1967-70. 


The senator said his opponent, 


Ray Thornton Jr. of Sheridan, 
was the attorney for Stephens 
during the years the bonds were 
sold. 


Stephens Investment is owned 


by Jack Stephens, brother of 
W. R. "Witt" Stephens, presi- 
dent and board chairman of the 
Arkansas and Louisiana Gas 
Co. Griffin said W. R. Stephens 
was a part-owner of the invest- 
ment company. He is an uncle 
of Thornton.

today no order was given for 
Guardsmen to fire.

general, said a yelling mob, was 
"closing in" on Guardsmen 
when the troops started shoot- 
ing. 


Canterbury appeared before 


the Presidential Commission on 
Campus Unrest during its sec- 
ond day of hearings into the dis- 
turbances in which four Kent 
State students were shot to 
death and nine others were in- 
jured. 


Canterbury said the troops 


were on a return trip over a 
grassy knoll to clear the cam- 
pus of demonstrators. He said 
Guardsmen were at the top of 
the hill when the mob started 
closing in. 


"Several hundred were clos- 


ing in our right flank," he said. 
"These people were charging— 
yelling, 'Kill the pigs, stick the 
pigs'?"

had in Asia, for very little cost. 
If some foreign-aid funds could 
be applied or channeled to a 
long-range sports program, so 
much could be achieved. 


"I would hope that private

I 
think there could be a better 
carryover and followup that 
way."

Questions 
Behavior 
of Friends 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 


mother of Mary Jo Kopechne 
has questioned the behavior of 
two friends of Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy after the accident that 
took her daughter's life last 
summer. 


Writing in the current issue of 


McCall's Magazine, Mrs. Ko- 
pechne also said she believed 
Kennedy's story that he was 
driving Mary Jo to the ferry on 
Chappaquiddick Island when he 
took a wrong turn and his car 
plunged off a wooden bridge. 
Miss Kopechne drowned. Kenne- 
dy escaped serious injury but 
did not report the accident to 
authorities for several hours. 


Mrs. 
Kopechne was highly 


critical of the inquest into the 
accident. Referring to Judge 
lames A. Boyle's 
statement 


that he believed Kennedy had 
lied about his destination, she 
wrote: 


"This conclusion, by a man 


who didn't know Mary 
Jo, 


leaves a bad taste in our mouths 
and we absolutely reject it and 
any implications that flow from 
it." 


The behavior of Kennedy's 


two friends, Joseph Gargan and 
Paul Markham, is inexplicable 
and was not explained at the in- 
quest, Mrs. Kopechne said. She 
asked why they did not call au- 
thorities when Kennedy, having 
escaped from the submerged 
car, summoned them to help 
him try to rescue Mary Jo. 


Markham, reached for com- 


ment in Boston, said: "I gave 
what I thought was all the facts 
I am aware of under oath at the 
inquest, which is now a matter 
of public information. I don't 
want to comment further on it." 


Mrs. Kopechne said she be- 


lieved the senator was in shock 
after the accident, thus explain- 
ing his failure to notify authori- 
ties. But she said that the 
friends, "both cool-headed law- 
yers," did not even call Edgar- 
town to see if Kennedy was safe 
on Martha's Vineyard after he 
swam from Chappaquiddick.

Tatc Witness 
Would Live 
in Wilderness

LOS ANGELES (AP) — "I'd 


like to go into the wilderness 
with my children and get down 
to nature and closer to God," 
said Linda Kasabian, pale but 
smiling as she ended 18 days as 
the state's key witness in the 
Sharon Tate murder trial. 


But no matter where she goes, 


the petite blonde said she'll al- 
ways remember the murders: 
"It is deep within my heart 
what happened and I could nev- 
er forget it." 


Speaking softly, Mrs. Kasa- 


bian made her remarks at a 
news conference an hour after 
she left the witness stand. 


Asked what she now thinks of 


Charles M. Manson and his 
three women followers on trial 
for the slayings, Mrs. Kasabian 
said: "I'd like to see them fall 
down on their knees and beg 
forgiveness." 


Mrs. Kasabian, 21, once a 


member of Manson's hippie- 
style "family," was charged 
with murder-conspiracy in the 
killings of Miss Tate, and six 
others but was granted immuni- 
ty from prosecution for her tes- 
timony. She told now Manson 
ordered his followers to kill. She 
said she went along as lookout 
on two murder missions, but did 
not enter the houses where vic- 
tims were slain. 


Of her future, she said, "1 


want to do my own thing." She 
said she doesn't plan to live 
with her husband Robert, al- 
though they'll "always be to- 
gether" spiritually. She said she 
does not plan to live with her 
mother, who has been caring for 
her children in Milford, N.H. 
But she said she'll take the chil- 
dren—Tanya, 2, and Angel, 5 
months—with her. She declined 
to say where she will live. 


Asked if she feared reprisals 


from Manson's followers, she 
paused, then said: "I'm not 
going to worry about it." 


In the last moments of her 


testimony, Mrs. Kasabian said 
she fled to New Mexico to see 
her husband after the killings in 
August 1960 and told him: 


"Charlie flipped out and had a 
whole bunch of people killed." 
But she said she did not consid- 
er telling police. 


The next witness called by the 


prosecution was Timothy Ire- 
land, who was a counselor at 
a day camp near the actress" 
home. He said he heard a man's 
screams for about 15 seconds 
the night of the slayings. 


He said that after the screams 


at about 12:40 a.m. he drove 
around the neighborhood but 
saw nothing and went to sleep 
without calling police. 


Rudolf Weber—who lived in a 


house at the bottom of Benedict 
Canyon, an area near the Tate 
residence—said he was awak- 
ened about 1 a.m. on the murder 
night by the sound of running 
water. He said he saw a young 
man and three young women 
washing 
themselves 
with a 


hose. 


Mrs. 
Kasabian had testified 


that members of the murder 
party were spotted by a man as 
they stopped at a home to wash 
blood 
off their bodies 
and 


clothes. Weber said he made a 
note of the license number of 
the group's car, but did not re- 
port it to police. 


Later, he said, he threw away 


the note but be remembered the 
number when police contacted 
him in December. It was, he 
said GYY-435, the plate number 
which the state says was on the 
car used on the murder mis- 
sions.

Ray 
H. Thornton 
Jr. 
of 


Sheridan claims the chief issue 
is whether the state will have 
a 
fulltime 
attorney general. 


Thornton says state Sen. Rich- 
ard Earl Griffin, hos opponent, 
will not be on the job fulltime 
because he intends to continue 
his private law practice. 


Griffin, youthful Crossett at- 


torney, says the chief issue is 
Thornton's connections with the 
Arkansas txmisiana Gas Co. 


Thornton is a nephew of W. 


R. "Witt" Stephens, president 
and board chairman of ArkLa, 
the state's largest utility. 
Thornton also was an attorney 
for the utility, a relationship he 
says he severed when he filed 
for attorney general. 


The slugfest between Griffin 


and Thornton has made the at- 
torney general's race one of 
the most heated contests of the 
primary elections. 


Yes, Griffin says, he would 


practice law privately if he 
were elected because the attor- 
ney general's salary of $6,000 
is too low, but he would avoid 
private cases that might con- 
flight with his state position. 
He would devote 24 hours a day 
if necessary to the attorney 
general's job, however, Griffin 
says. 


"I think the people of Arkan- 


sas want a fulltime attorney 
general for the people, which 
I have stated I would be, not 
a fulltime attorney general for 
the special interests, which is 
what Thornton would be," 
Griffin says. 


The senator says Thornton 


owes 
his 
"status 
in 
life" 


to ArkLa and is "conditioned" 
to the utility's needs. 


Thornton has said Griffin has 


begun to "slander me and my 
family" because he would find 
nothing wrong with Thornton's 
record. 


"My campaign has been one 


of issues, not of personalities- 
one of constructive programs, 
not attractive accusations and - 
false charges," Thornton has 
said. 


He said late last week, how- 


ever, that Griffin was a "reck- 
less and immature" person. He 
asked "who but a reckless per- 
son" would propose legislation 
that would provide a procedure 
under which mental incompe- 
tents could be sterilized and 
would "travel the state" show- 
ing pornographic literature to 
civic clubs "in an effort to at- 
tract attention." 


Griffin's sterilization bill was 


passed by the 1969 legislature. 
He said his display of porno- 
graphic literature at civic 
clubs was designed to call at- 
tention to a "flood" of such 
material coming in to Arkan- 
sas. 


Thornton also has said that 


Griffin violated the law profes- 
sion's canon of ethics by repre- 
senting criminal defendants 
while his law partner, Ovid 
Switzer of Crossett, was deputy 
prosecuting 
attorney. 
Griffin 


has denied trying any cases 
against Switzer. 


Griffin. 31, has assumed a po- 


sition as a David taking on 
Goliath, i.e., ArkLa. which he 
says has "dictated, dominated 
and controlled" Arkansas poli- 
tics. 


He claims that ArkLa em- 


ployes, 
including 
Marion 


the 1968 Democratic guberna- 
torial nominee, are campaign- 
ing across the state for Thorn- 
ton. He says that in a sense 
the consumer is paying part of 
Thornton's campaign costs be- 
cause the salaries and ex- 
penses of the employes are fig- 
ured into ArkLa's rates. 


"Ray Thornton i 
trying to 


run a 'Good guy' campaign, 
smiling and 
shaking hands, 


while letting the 'old guard' 
machinery win the election for 
him," Griffin says. 


The senator says Arkta was 


attempting to increase rates by 
creating "an illusion of natural 
gas 
shortages." 
He 
has 


charged that 
Stephens con- 


spired to make a tremendous 
profit off the city of Crossett 
by buying the city's public util- 
ities and then selling them six 
months later. Thornton was in- 
volved in the transaction, Grif- 
fin said.

Explosives 
Enroute to 
Watery Grove 
EARLE, N.J. (AP) - A ship 


loaded with 5,000 tons of explo- 
sives'was en route today to its 
final resting place, the sea bot- 
tom 7,200 feet deep and 135 
miles off the Maryland coast. 


The vessel, in tow of a tug- 


boat, left Sandy Hook Wednes- 
day and was to be sunk on ar- 
rival at the selected spot. 


U.S. Navy officials said sea 


valves would be opened allow- 
ing water to pour into the vessel 
for the sinking. 


The Navy switched the site of 


the sinking Tuesday. The origi- 
nal site, 150 miles off Barnegat 
Light, was less than a mile from 
where a ship filled with obsolete 
mustard gas and contaminated 
gas cannisters was sunk in May 
1967. 


The Naval spokesman said 


the "conventional type" explo- 
sives had come from Army in- 
stallations across the country.

is 


$46,713.07 rather than the origi- 
nal $26,255.17 for which Thom- 
as had been 
charged 
with 


embezzling. 


Thomas was suspended from 


his post as sheriff and tax col- 
lector 
June 
29 after 
being 


charged. Thomas said he re- 
paid the funds. 


When the charge was filed, 


officials said the $26,255.17 rep- 
resented sums due to the coun- 
ty General Fund for the years 
1965, 
1966, 1967 and 1968 from 


uncashed winning parimutuel 
tickets at Southland dog racing 
track at West Memphis. A 1965 
act provides that winning tick- 
ets not cashed within 180 days 
after the end of each racing 
season shall go to the track, the 
State Police and the county 
General Fund. 


An initial audit filed last week 


showed an additional $6,000 dis- 
crepancy. The reports were filed 
by Clarence E. Johnson, a 
certified public accountant from 
Blytheville who was employed 
by the county to check into the 
alleged mishandling of county 
funds. 


Johnson's report said that a 


Little Rock clothing firm had 
cashed checks from Southland, 
given the cash to Thomas and 
issued invoices for uniforms not 
delivered. 


The report said that Charles 


R. York, president of Farrior's 
Inc., a Little Rock clothing 
firm, had stated he had cashed 
a $1,751.10 check given by South- 
land to pay for uniforms and 
law enforcement equipment and 
gave the money to Thomas. 
York's office said he was out 
of town Wednesday and un- 
available for comment. 


The report said York said 


that no uniforms or equipment 
were delivered, but that a July 
10, 1965 invoice had been pre- 
pared showing a shipment of 15 
straw hats, 63 shirts, 63 pairs 
of pants and 15 jackets.

from those industries who will 
resist pollution control for fi- 
nancial reasons." He said the 
governor's office would resist 
these pressures. McClerkin pro* 
posed a study on the govern- 
ment's role in pollution. 


Purcell said the agency was 


doing an admirable job but that 
the commission was under- 
staffed. Wells said there was 
room for improvement in the 
agency. 


The candidates also 
were 


asked if they thought the solu- 
tion of waste disposal should be 
left to individual cities and 
towns or has the problem grown 
so large that municipalties need 
to work together to dispose of 
recycle waste. 


Gibbs said yes. Rockefeller 


said it was essential that mu- 
nicipalities and state and fed- 
eral agencies combine their ef- 
forts to control and dispose of 
waste. 


Bumpers said cooperation is 


a necessity and that he believed 
the state would have to take 
some sort of lead in encourag- 
ing such efforts. Faubus said 
passage of a statewide solid 
waste law could be very bene- 
ficial in bringing the problem 
under control. 


Malone said the question was 


ambiguous. McClerkin said he 
believed cities should join in a 
unified effort for the disposal 
and recycling of waste pro- 
ducts. 


Purcell said cooperation be- 


tween cities to undertake multi- 
city waste disposal is authorized 
under existing law, and "it is 
an entirely proper function of 
state government to aid our cit- 
ies in achieving the most ef- 
ficient and economical manner 
of waste disposal. 


Wells said there was a need 


for cooperation. 


The candidates 
also were 


asked what they thought was 
Arkansas' most pressing envir- 
onmental problem and how they 
proposed to face it. 


Gibbs said industry. Hampton 


said 
"we 
must guard 
this 


state's beauty, resources and 
wildlife jealously." Rockefeller 
said the most pressing problem 
was finding the proper balance 
between the "often conflicting 
goals of conservation and eco- 
nomic development." He said 
part of the solution lies in strict 
enforcement of all existing anti- 
pollution, resource-use and pub- 
lic health regulations. Another 
part of the solution. Rockefeller 
said, lies in carefully zoning 
areas for the use intended. 


Bumpers said the most press- 


ing problem was pollution and 
spoilage of rivers, streams, wa- 
terways and lakes He said he 
would combat the problem by 
asking the legislature to pass 
strict laws with strong fines and 
penalities. 


Faubus said the most press- 


ing problem is to provide prop- 
er controls for keeping pace 
with new sources of pollution 
and at the same time working 
to correct existing pollution. 


Malone said the most press- 


ing problem was water pollu- 
tion and that he would use 
initiative in facing the problem. 
McClerkin said water pollution. 
Purcell said the most pressing 
problem stemmed from "creep- 
ing pollution." He said the prob- 
lem must be attacked by rein- 
forcing planning activities and 
through education. 


Wells said he would attack 


the problem of pollution by 
"creating a balance on the Pol- 
lution Control Commission." 


All, except Hampton who did 


not answer, generally agreed it 
was the state's responsibility to 


protect the workers in a factory 
from dangerous industrial emis- 
sions. 


To the question of whether 


agencies 
such 
as 
the 


Game and fish Commission 
and the state Planning Commis- 
sion should have the final au- 
thority over proposed federal 
watershed projects in the state, 
Gibbs, Bumpers, Malone and 
Wells all said no. 


Hampton proposed a "clear- 


inghouse" approach. Rockefel- 
ler said the governor's office 
currently has authority to dis- 
approve any federal watershed 
project that would not be In the 
state's interest. 
Faubus said decisions on es- 
tablishment 
of proposed feder- 


al watershed projects should be 
based on the study and findings 
of all interested groups and 
agencies. 


McClerkin said there is an ap- 


parent need for more study. 
Purcell said watershed deci- 
sions require a coordinated ef- 
fort. 


The candidates 
also 
were 


asked if they thought it was in 
the state's best interest if plans 
were implemented by the .Soil 
Conservation Service to turn al- 
most all bayous and streams 
into drainage ditches. 


Bumpers and Wells said no. 


Gibbs said yes. Rockefeller said 
there must be constant re-eval- 
uation to insure that only those 
programs are undertaken that 
are 
deemed 
necessary 
and 


worthwhile. 


Faubus said all recognize the 


need for good flood and erosion 
control, but he said some areas 
should be left for beauty. Ma- 
lone said that those streams 
that flow through nonproductive 
and scenic lands should not be 
ditched, but those that flow 
through productive land and 
periodically flood and destroy 
crops and property and endan- 
ger health and life should be 
ditched. 


McClerkin said he is general- 


ly opposed to widespread "chan- 
nelization" of streams. Purcell 
said decisions on such streams 
should be made by qualified 
persons who can evaluate the 
total impact of such massive al- 
terations. 


The 
candidates 
also were 


asked if they thought someone 
from the state Parks, Travel 
and Recreation Commission 
should be included on the Ar- 
kansas Industrial Deveopment 
Commission to represent the 
state's tourist interests when de- 
cisions are being made concern- 
ing the locations and types of 
proposed industries. 


Wells, Bumpers and Gibbs 


said yes. Rockefeller said he 
believed there should be the 
fullest possible interagency co- 
operation in matters affecting 
the environment. He said he 
was interested in establishing a 
state environmental council to 
help in this regard. 


Faubus said all public inte- 


rests should be consulted. Ma- 
lone said he was not opposed to 
the idea but believed they 
should function only in an ad- 
visory capacity. McClerkin said 
he would not hesitate to take 
any action available to him to 
protect an infringement on the 
right of future generations to 
clean air, water and pleasant 
surroudnings. 


Purcell said the AIDC should 


have an imput not only from 
the parks commission but also 
from any state agencies involved 
in environmental planning and 
protection. Wells also said the 
Pollution 
commission 
should 


work with the AIDC closely. 


The candidates also were 


asked if they thought a pro- 
gram of environmental educa- 
tion should be incorporated into
